By the burning to the water's edge of 
the General Slocum, a three-decked ex- 
cursion steamer, the largest in thése wa- 
ters, more than 600 persons, the majority 
of whom were women and children, were 
burned to death or drowned by jumping 
overboard or by being thrown into the 
whirlpools by the lurehing of the vessel 
and the frantic rush of the panic-stricken 
passengers. 

Approximately 500 bodies have been re- 
covered and are now being tagged at the 
morgues of Bellevue hospital and Har- 
lem. Divers were still busy at a. late 
hour taking bodies from the hold of the 
vessel. which they say is choked with 
the remains of human Deings, while the 
bodies of scores who leaped or were 
thrown into the river, have not been re- 
covered, »

The scenes on the deck of the steamet 
as she proceeded up the East river was 
one of merrymaking, customary on such 
oecasions.

LOST MOTHER AND BROTHER 
EDELL TELLS OF DISASTER 


EW YORK, June 15.—John Edell,

It Js alleged that the life 
preservers were too securely fastened to 
their holdings to be available, and stories 
are told of frantic efforts made by strong 
men to cut them loose, but even if they 
could have been torn down they were 
too high up for the children to reach. 
It is also alleged that no attempt was 
made to get out the fire appar@tus at the 
first cry of “fire,” though Captein Var 
Schaik says that he immediately rang 
the bells for getting out the apparatus.

The race to North Brothers island was 
horribly dramatic. 
the flames, f@nned into a fury by the 
strong head wind, were consuming hun- 
dreds of persons, old and young.

MEN FOUGHT WITH WOMEN 
AND TRAMPLED CHILDREN 

It is alleged that men fought with 
women to escape, resulting in the tramp- 
ling under foot of scores of women and 
children. 

During her flame-enveloped run 
North Brothers island the General Slo- 
cum’s whistles kept blowing for assist- 
ance, but before the whistles began to 
blow several tugs, the captains of which 
had seen the outbreak of the fire, start- 
ed after the vessel, joined by a yacht, 
while rowboats put out from the shore. 
The number of these crafts constantly 
grew and not the least dramatic incidents 
of the catastrophe were the efforts of 
the people on these boats to rescue those 
who had jumped overboard from the 
burning vessel. Men crowded to the 
rails of the tugs and caught up the 
drowning perso™, as they were borne by 
the current. There were many thrilling 
rescues by t@is means.

Centennial Commencement at 
Athens Was Marked by 
Unique Features 


ee 


CONGRESSMAN BRANTLEY 
DELIVERED THE ADDRESS 


Vast Audience Gathered Under the 
Arbor—Abstract of the Address 
of Mr. Brantley—The Old - 
English Custom Was 
Observed. 


Athens, Ga., June 1!6.—(Special.)—The 
commencement exercises of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia are over and the great 
centennial occasion passes into his- 
tory, 

It has been an occasion of the rarest 
pleasure and profit, graced by the pres- 
ence of many of the noblest men and 
women of the state, and quite a number 
of distinguished visitors from other 
siates. It has demonstrated the rare ii- 
terest manifested in the alumni of the 
institution and has sgown that the young 
men of the state are receiving within 
the halls of the university an education 
of the very highest character. 

Today the exercises were held beneath 
the bush arbor in front of the old dormi- 
tory building, on the exact spot where 
the first commencement exercises were 
held one hundred years ago under an 
arbor built‘ by the students of the u:'- 
versity at that zime. 

Among those present on this occasion 
were the three young sons of Professor

W. M. Slaton, of Atlanta, whose great 
grandfather, William H. Jackson, de- 
livered the gsalutatory on the occasion 
of the graduation of the first class of the 
university in 1804. 

A vast audience assemble beneath the 
arbor at the appointed hour. It 
Scene unique and interesting, sucn as had 
never been witnessed in Athens by any 
person now living. -A delightful breeze 
ewept through the boughs of trecs that 
had been placed above the framework of 
the arbor, and added to the comfort and 
pleasures of the occasion, 

Promptly at half-past 10 o’clock the 
procession of graduates, trustees, facui- 
ty and distinguished visitors, heaced by 
the sheriff of Clarke county, aftr the 
old English custom, proceeded to the 
arbor, and as the distinguished men 
reached the platform, cheer after cleer 
went up from the audience. A spécial 
Ovation was given Dr, Lewis G. Ander- 
son, the oldest living alumnus of the in- 
stitution, and to Judge Logan E,. Llieck- 
ley, the venerable ex-chief justice, wi» 
graduated here in the department of 
mathematics a few years since at the ege 
of 73. 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Rev. J. Clarence Jones, of Brooklya, 
N. Y., after which the regular pro- 
gramme of the day was taken up. 

Newton Hudson Bullard, of Millecdge 
ville, Ga., made a fine address on “line 
Influence of -.Woman.’’ 

Jack Dickinson Bower, of Bainbridgé, 
spoke eloquently and impressively of 
“The Meaning of an Education.” 

Isaac Sydney Peebles, of Gibson, was 
one of the representatives of the law 
class and made a splendid awidress on 
‘Law and Society.’’ 

Grahain Danie] Perdue, of Greenesboro, 
the other representative of the law ci4ss, 
made a magnificent address on “True 
Americanism.” 

Address by Hon. W. G. Brantley. 

Then came the address of the day by 
Hon. William G. Brantley, of Brunswick. 
The talented Georgian, who has illusi-ar- 
ed his state well in the halls of congress, 
made one of the best addresses ever 
heard in this city on such an occasion. 
His address was full of thought and car- 
ried a profound lesson to the people wlio 
heard it. The orator of the day held the 
mttention of his large audience in a mas- 
terful manner and round after round of 
applause was given as he’ impressed the 
strong lessons of the address. The au- 
dience was delighted and Mr. Brantiey 
was overwhelmed with congratulations 
at the conclusion of his address. Mr. 
Brantley said in part: 

At the age of three score and ten and 
at a period of time many years ago, one 
of the sweetest of German writers de- 
clared that there is one tning which no 


| child. however perfect otherwise, brings 


into the world with him and without 
which all other things are of no use, and 
that is—reverence. He said for every 
man there are three reverences. The first 
is—reverence for what is above him; tne 
second is reverence for what is around 
him, and the third is reverence for what 
is beneath him. This is a wondrousiy 
wise and beautiful thought. It is not 
for me today, however, to point out to 
you all its beauties or all its wisdom, but 
it is my hope that, with propriety in me

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and possibly with profit to you, I may 
drew from it the bit of advice and the 
word of caution that I am expected to 
utter. 

Truth is strong and truth {fs bdeautiful,. 
but it is because around and about !t is 
wrapped the spirit of reverence. Strip it 
of reverence and {ts strength and beauty 
will be gone, 

Virtue is a pear of priceless value, but 
it {Is because the pure light of reveresgce 
has driven from around it the shadows of 
corruption and depravity. If that light 
becomes extinguished, there will be nons 
to honor virtue. 

Character is a temple we each seek to 
build, and the higher we build it and the 
more we adorn it, the prouder we are of 
our achievements: but it is only through 
reverence that the temple is seen, or its 
beauty discerned. If reverence be lost, 
these matchless temples that are now owr 
pride will not be built, for there will be 
none to admire or think them beautiful. 

Our assembling at this time is fraught 
with more than the ordinary interest of 
commencement exercises, for, in addition 
to our annual exercises, always of inter- 
est, we celebrate today the one fiundredth 
anniversary of our first commencement, 

The dominant thought of this day {s 
reverence. It {s reverence that has caused 
us to discard our chapel, to @iscard all 
our buildings and to assemble under an 
arbor in the way our forefathers did, and 
on the very spot where, a century ago, 
they gathered to conduct their exercises— 
the first commencement exercises of our 
beloved almé& mater. This historic Insti- 
tution, rich in the record of its achieve- 
ments for education, for liberty, for pa- 
triotism and for just government, and 
crowned with the glory of a century of 
commencements, $s the first object of our 
reverence, and, with reverence for it, 
there goes a reverence for the memories 
of the wise and patriotic men who build- 
ed it. The very pride with which they 
hailed the opening of their first com- 
mencement is to us an object of rever- 
ence, 

The thought, however, that I 
suggest is that the things most rever- 
enced by those who preceded us under 
this arbor by just a hundred years are 
the things that merit new the pumblest 
reverence that we of today can show. 

Couid we today go back and look upon 
the commencement of 1804, we would 
find the difference far less than some of 
‘us might suppose. A new audience is 
now assembled and new players are on 
the stage, but the play is the same that 
was on the boards a hundred years ago. 


Patriotism of the Forefathers. 


At that first commencement the speak- 
ers who were selected to inspire patriot- 
ism and to enthuse with courage and 
proper ambition the young men then, as 
now, assembled for the purpose of laying 
aside irresponsibility and assuming re- 
sponsibility as citizens of the American 
republic, chose to speak in favor of lib- 
erty, in praise of virtue and in defense 
of a representative government. It was 
reverence for these things that the men 
of that day believed to be of the first 
importance. Tne truth of virtue, the 
truth of liberty and the truth of a free 
government was to them as fixed and un- 
changing as the stars. 

These truths had inspired the immorta] 
Declaration of Independence; they haa 
won the glorious war for freedom, and 
they had builded the American repubfic,

These men did not live in a country 
that for more thama century had grown 
and flourished beneath the flag of free- 
dom. They Knew .that their past and 
their present were builded upon rever- 
ence for liberty, for virtue and for a 
represenative government, and in the 
light of their experience, in the light of 
hsitory, ang of truth, and of wisdom, 
they believed that their future and the 
future of their children and of 
children’s children must ever rest upon 
the same secure foundation. 

Reverence for Gift of Liberty. 

We know better than did they the num- 
berless blessings of liberty, for we have 
seen more of its handiwork and the 
greater, therefore, should be our rever- 
ence, but they knew better than we the 
cost of liberty, for they had helped to 
pay its price and, as it is a part of 
human nature to value most that for 
which the most is paid. I fear that we of 
today appraise liberty at a lower valua- 
tion than did those who paid its price. 

Speakers ang audience then assembled 
were not so far removed from the cCra- 
dling of the republic as to have forgot- 
ten the baptism of fire and blood with 
Which the new born government was 
acclaimed to the world. I can imagine 
they had with them many reminders of 
that baptism, for there must have been 
crutches and armless sleeves and weeds 
of mourning there. There must have 
been hearts that still ached for those 
who had died ‘“‘to make men free” and 
around and about them all, we Know 
there hung the black pall of poverty. 

These things were the books of account 
that showed the cost of liberty. These 
books were opened wide that al] might 
see and yet seeing and Knowing all that 
they contained, the speakers eulogized 
liberty and the audience cheered the 
eulogy 

In 1904 conditiona are changed. Free- 
dom’s war has become ancient history. 
The books of account that showed the 
cost of liberty have been closed forever. 
The changes that have been wrought are 
seen here—they are seen throughout the 
republic. 

But in the midst of all these wonder- 
ful transformations in materia] things 
the pathetic fact appears that sOme of 
us are without the wisdom to know that 
the greatness and power we see about us 
and of which we boast, and the harmony 
and beauty of our system of states that 
we love ang admire, and the blessings of 
liberty and prosperity that we enjoy, are 
but the fruits of that reverence for 
virtue and liberty and representative 
government for which the fatners plead, 

Preparation for Citizenship. 

You young gentlemen will go from this 
presence tO assyme the responsibility of 
citizens in the American republic. All 
the hours that you have spent on this 
historic campus have been spent that 
you might fit yourselves for this respon- 
sibility. You have not learned wisdom 
here. All the Greek ahd Latin idioms, 
all the algebraic signs and geometrical 
ratios, and all the beautiful parts of 
speech that you have learned, form no 
part of wisdom. They have been but a 
means to an end. 


Reverence for Liberty. 


The wisdom that I am interested in to- 
day is the wisdom of American citizen- 
ship, and the wisdom I offer is the wis- 
dom of those who builded the republic. 
You «an have no higher wisdom to ald 
you in the performance of the duties of 
citizenship than the wisdom to love and 
reverence the truths that were here pro- 
claimed the day our first commencement 
was held. 

The mén who made that commencement 
a possibility and thereby laid the founda- 
tion for higher education in Georgia, had 
in view something more than the mere 
selfish pleasure and enjoyment of those 
who should partake of the gift of Knowl- 
edge. They were building for the state 
and for the republic. They Knew that 
from the colleges and uftiversities, from 
among the scholars and thiakers, must 
ever come the fuel with which to feed 
the fires of liberty and patriotism. They 
knew that knowledge of liberty must pre- 
cede reverence for liberty. They Knew 
that “education is the only interest 
worthy the deep controlling anxiety of the 
thoughtful man,’ They Knew that in 
education lay the safety of liberty and 
the safety of the republic and so almost 
coincident with the formation of a rep- 
resentative government, they founded this 
university. 

The vital and far-reaching thought for 
you to remember is that old as liberty 
may seem to you, it is yet quite young 
enough to run away.

The cry of the age is for power and tor 
strength, and cOmvinations of money and 
of men greater than the world Nas ever 
seen, are daily being made only to be 
absorbed by greater combinations still, 


Dangers That Threaten. 


The power of justice, the power of vir- 
tue and the power of right are all passed 
by as each contestant seeks the power 
or might. Reverence is gone and there is 
no ignt with which to see these gtronger 
and better and more enduring of all the 
powers in life. The physica] is exalted 
above the mental and brute strength 
avuve moral strength. The strong ath- 
lete, whe®her in the rfng or on the dia- 
mond, is acclaimed a hero and his pock- 
ets iined Witan goid; the nnahcier wiv aas 
enriched himself atthe expense of others 
is declared successtul and worthy the 
emulation of all, while the leaders of 
religious and educational thought are 
barely able to win for themselves the 
humblest of ‘homes and the lowliest of 
honors. We have among us those who 
would have America designed by its 
founders as the synonym of freedom, be- 
come the synonym og power. ‘They 
would exalt force and rade freedom. 
They would have us expand our navy, 
expand our army, expand our’ territory 
and expand our power, let liberty con- 
tract as it may. Already with them that 
glorious word liberty has become a word 
of narrow and restricted meaning and of 
purely local application. They would 
claim liberty for themselves, but. would 
deny it to others. We know, without the 
telling, of the great loss of reverence 
for liberty that such persons have 
sustained.

BUGS KILLING 
COTTON PLANT 


| Fears Expressed That Weevil 


Has.Found Its Way to 
Pulaski County. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)— 
Matt Williams and-J. L. Stephens, two 
of the leading farmers of this section, 
brought in what is supposed to be a reg- 
ular cotton boll weevil. They say that 
hundreds of acres are thickly infested 
with the insects, and that they are play- 
ing havoc with the cotton. The insects 
are found On nearly every stalk of cot- 
ton, cutting into three to six squares on 
each. They do not bother any portion 
Of the cotton plant except the squares, 
Which they bore into and drop eggs, the 
squares invariably dying end falling off. 

The insect seems to answer the deser’p- 
tion of the ‘Texas bol] weevil and If it 1s 
not the same it is doing the same dam. 
age, spreading itself over field after field 
of growing cotton, and the farmers are 
helpless and powerless to stop its pro- 
Zress. 

Mr. (. C. Atkinson also brings in from 
his section several stalKs of corn that 
have been literally cut to pieces by a 
spotted worm, giving the stalk the ap- 
pearance of a rot, causing it to fall and 
die. The corn crop in thi ssection is be- 
ing ruined by this peculiar worm. Other 
farmers report that their crops are in- 
fested and destroyed. 

The worms and weevil have been sent 
to the state agricultural! department for 
examination. The farmers and citizens 
of this section are greatly disturbed over 
the prevanege and they are at sea as to 
what steps to take.

TROLLEY LINE. 
165 MILES LONG 


Meeting of Projectors Held in 
Ailanta Yesterday, 


Will Build From Atlanta to Ander- 


son, 8S. C, a Distance of 165 
Miles—A Resurvey of the 
Line Decided Upon. 


The projectors of a trolley car line™ 


from Atlanta to Anderson, 8S. C., met in 
Atlanta yesterday morning and took 
steps for another survey of the proposed 
route. The line has been chartered by 
the secretary of state and the men at the 
head of the company have already had 
a route surveyed.

liver to the same railway company 500 
steel under-frame:‘cars of 80,000 pounds

How Money Will Be Paid.

Payments and Estimates. 

| In 1903 there was paid to 6,569 in- 
digent soldiers $394,140; in 1904 6,777 
indigent soldiers received $406,620, an in- 
erease of $12,480. The increase in the 
number of this class of pensioners was 
208. Commissioner Lindsay estimates 
that $415,000 will be needed for the pay- 
ment of this class of pensioners in 1905. 

In 1903, 3,040 of the old class of 
widows received $182,400; in 1904 there 
was paid te 2.868 widows -of the old 
class $172,080, a decrease of !72 pen- 
sioners of this clsas and a decrease of 
$10.320 in the amount paid. With thik 
elass the death rate is from 5 2-3 to 6 
ser cent, and the estimate of the amount 
needed for 1905 $165,000. 

In 1903 there was paid to 1,654 in- 
digent widows $99.240; in 1904, 1,816 
indigent widows received $108,960, show- 
of 162 pensioners, and 
$9,720 tn the amount 
paid them. The amount estimated for 
this class for 1905 is $120,000. 

In 1903 3,262 disabled soldiers received 
$181,635; in 1904 there was paid to 3,143 
disabled soldiers $175,100, a decrease of 
119 pensioners and of $6,535 in the 
amount paid. It is estimated that there 
will have to be paid to 3,020 disabled 
soldiers in 1905 $170,000. 

These estimates make a total of $870,- 
000, the same as was apprvupriated for 
1903 and 1904. 

Turning Point is Reached, 

In 1902 there was paid to a total of 
13,975 pensioners on all rolls $822,695; 
in 1903 a total of 14,825 pensioners on 
all rolls received $857,415, in 1904 a total! 
of 14,604 pensioners .was paid $862,760. 
In 1903 there was an increase of $34,720 
over 1902, while the increase of 1904 
over 1903 was only $5,345. The Increase 
in the number of pensioners for 1903 
over 1902 was 550, while the net Increase 
for 1904 over 1903 was only 79. It will 
be seen. therefore, that the increase hds 
heen growing smaller until now it seems 
that the l@sses from the rolls_threugh 
death and other just about bal- 
ance the ineresase the approval of 
new applications. 

In 1903 a surplus of $15,585 from the 
appropriation $870,000 was turned 
back into the state treasury. The surplus 
turned back from the same appropria- 
in 1904 was $2,240, but $5,000 of 
the pension fund was used this year 
for a new purnose, the expenses of the 
roster commission which is compiling a 
roster of all Geongia soldiers and sailors 
who served in the civil war, of the 
principal objects being to ald the pension 
sohantilibouer in detecting and preventing 
fraud on the part of any who may seek 
to draw pensions when they are mot en- 
titled to them. The beneficial effects of 
the work of the roster commission, as 
Commissioner Lindsay states, have al- 
ready™been felt in the pension office. 

Quarterly Payments. 

In concluding his report to Governor 
Terrell, Commissioner Lindsay recom- 
mends that the pensioners be paid quar- 
terly, as this method would result in 
great saving to the state. He says: 

“Governor: If the general assembly 
could be induced to make changes in the 
mode and.manner of payment of pensions 
from annual to quarterly payments it 
would be of great beneiit both to the pen- 
sioners and the state; and provide for 
making payments through the ordinaries 
of the counties on one voucher for each 
roll, with one warrant for the whole sum, 
instead of a warrant and voucher for 
each pensioner as now done, this would 
save the state a considerable sum of 
money in stationery and printing amount- 
ing to $500 annually. 

“The beneficial results of the roster 
commission are being seen.in this office 
already, and its use cannot now be 
measured in dollars. When completed it 
will be a great protection against frauds 
KRespectiully submitted.’’

LOVING TRIBUTE TO GORDON 
BY JUDGE THOMAS G. JONES 


a 


ASHVILLE, TENN., June 15.—The 
annua! memorial service to the 
confederate dead, which was in- 
nugurated by the late General John B. 
Gordon, after the death of Miss Winnie 
Davis, was held today at the tabernacle. 
All the confederate dead were remem- 
bered but the services were specially to 
the memory of General Gorden. The 
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tabernacle was packed, and the aisles 
were crowded. Mrs. Gordon, accompan- 
led by her daughters, was on the stage, 
ag Were also seyeral notable figures of the 
confederacy. The address of the oces- 
sion was delivered by Federal Judge and 
Former Governor Thomas G. Jones, of 
Montgomery, Ala. Judge Jones served 
on the staff of General Gordon during 
the war and was his intimate friend 
through life. 

After an invocation by Rev, Thomas 
Power Smith, of Richmond, Va., an aide 
on General] Gordon's staff, Judge Jones 
was introduced. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

One of the noblest souls that ever “‘Ieft 
or tenanted human form’ has ascended. 
No words spoken here can add to the sig- 
nificance of the life that has gone, or 
the nobility of its lessons; and yet, when 
we think of Gordon, all our souls cry out 
fSér utterance. 

AS We recall his life and work, we are 
carried back to the days of storm and 
battle, when the differences bequeathed 
to the generation of that day by the fore- 
fathers, rent our land in civil war, and 
the south, all unprepared, went out with 
naked valor against a world of arms. 
There come to us the first passionate 
rushing to arms and the delirlum of those 
days, with their visions of glory, happi- 
ness and greatness. Then we live again 
in the long years of alternate victory 
and defeat, hope and despair, in which 
wero meited the ignobler passions of the 
strife and a whole people blended in a 
sterner consecration to difty, suffering 
and gacrifice. Again we visit the graves 
of the slain and stand with the mourn- 
ers, the wounded, the sick and dying, 
in’ a land harried by arms, where want 
stalks abroad, while the very sun seems 
darkened and the air ts filled with wails. 
We see the confederate soldier clinging 
ty his colors, while wife and child at 
home clutched at his courage with cries 
for bread; that courage which sounded 
all the depths and shoals of misfortune 
and for a time throttled fate itself. We 
hear again the ringing yell of his onset, 
his battle anthem for native land rising 
heavenward above the roar of five hun- 
dred stormy fields. Then the conscious 
alr is hushed with the solemn tidings 
from Appomattox. Then we view the 
home coming of the defeated soldier, the 
woe and waste that awaited him there, 
the hard task of beginning life anew 
amid the wreck of industries, institutions 
and order. Then we live again some days 
of peace worse than the days of war, 
when misconstruction and passion for a 
time misled the victor and the bayonet- 
made law. 

In this flood of memories, Gordon, res- 
plendent in the beauty of youth and hope 
and consecration, come to us again, as he 
pleaded at Montgomery, in 1/83!, for “a 
place In the picture near the flashing of 
the guns,’ and we watch the sheen of his 
sword from Seven Pines to Appomattox, 
The story of one battle is the story of an- 
other, save that vah greater opportunity 
came the exhibition of higher power, no- 
bler daring and sublimer genius. 


Gordon as a Soldier. 

Gordon came up to the full stature of 
military greatness. Notliing presents 
more strikingly his possession of the fine 
fiber of many of these traits, than his 
conduct on the Sth of May, In the WIl- 
derness, when after a flerce counter- 
charge piercing tne-enemy’s long advanc- 
ing line of battle, which had driven our 
men in confusion. and gave way only 
along the smal front of Gordon's as- 
sault, he found tnat his victorious men 
as formed were standing on the same 
general line of the enemy, which extend- 
ed unbroken on either side, making re- 
treat, or advance, or inaction, equally 
fatal. He Saw and remedied the situation 
instantly. Changing the battle front of 
ris brigade, by facing right and left from 
the center, so that his six regiments, 
three facing one way and three the other, 
were back to back, he was striking and 
driving the enemy's exposed flanks like 
a hammer on the head of a nail, in ten 
mjnutes after the situation developed. 
No soldier ever displayed higher genius 
vr more heroic qualities than did Gordon 
at dawn on the !2th of May, when In the 
mists and fogs of the tangled woods, amid 
the clamor of disaster and the roar of uv 
victoriaus assault whieh had poured 
across our works, and was moving down 
our Hnes. he struck instantly with one 
brigade at a hostile corps, to gain time 
for the formation of the rest of his com- 
mand, and then having lifted his men 
to an exaltation bordering on fanaticism 
by his remonstrances to Lee, who was 
“ordered to the rear,’ hurled his divis- 
fou, himself at the head, in a resistless 
counter assault which reversed the glory 
of the day, and saved the Army of 
Northern Virginia. Never was illustrat- 
ed nicer calculation, or better adaptation 
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| of plan to time, place, circumstances one 
means, or comprehension of the mcral ef- 
fects of an attack, than in the move- 
nent he advocated and led across the 
Shanandoah upon Sheridan's left on Oc- 
tober 19, 1864. 

No co ander ever displayed greater 
confidencé in himself and in his men 
than did Gordon at Monacacy, when tha 
cavalry having attracted attention to his 
dispositions while he was in the fuli 
tide of a flank movement, he found su- 
perior wumbers threatening his destruc- 
tion if he remained as he was, and yet 
strongly posted above the stream above 
compelling him to attack them with in- 
ferior numbers across open ficlds studded 
with fences and shocks of hay, and make 
instant changes in his plans, in the sight 
and under the fire of the enemy. He in- 
Stantly perceived and did what was best 
to do. His rare faculty for handling and 
inspiring masses on the field and his lord- 
ly personal courage carried his followers 
over all obstacles and drove Wallag 
- back in defeat, though the Monacacy ran 
red with their bloog, and a third of his 
division fell, killed “or wounded. 

He had the sublime faith of Jackson 
the sound judgment of Johnston, the 
Steadfastness of Longstreet or Cleburne 
the genius of Forrest, the boldness and 
— of Stuart, the intensity of Early or 

avis, and was as is 
dee aa “Soirtig unselfish and pure in 

: Inspired His Men. 


No soldier who ever commanded Eng- 
lish-speaking treops, cr led citizen sol- 
diery of any race, knew better how to 
Sway and inspire the hearts of men upon 
the battle field. None excelled him in 
feeling the pulse of the battle or detect- 
ing the play or mora] forces in the cur- 


rent of battle. He was a born woods- 
|}man,.and took in as with the glance of 
lan eagle's eye the advantages of posi- 
' ton. His voice combined the charm of 
a flute with the clearness and volume 
'of a trumpet. It was worth the risk 
of battle to see him on horseback amid 
his troops. Major Stiles, in his great 
book, Four Years Under Marse Rob- 
ert,” gives this vivid picture of Gordon 
in a charge: ‘‘Gordon was the most glo- 
rious and inspiring thing I ever looked 
upon. He was riding a beautiful coal black 
Stallion, captured at “Winchester, that 
beionged to one of the federal! generals in 
| Milroy’s army—a majestic animal, whose 
neck was clothed with thunder. [| never 
Saw a horse’s neck so arched, his eye 
So fierce, his nostrils so dilated. He fol- 
lowed in a trot, close on the heels of 
the battle line, his head right In among 
the slanting barrels and bayonets, the 
rains loose upon his neck, his rider stand 
ing in his stirrups, bareheaded: hat in 
hand, arms extended and in a voice like 
a trumpet, exhorting his men.’’ 
He always\had crisp words to rouse the 
ardor of his men as his line moved 
into action, and if it was prudent to do 
so, often told them what was intended. 
and what he expected of them. Some 
of his battle speeches were masterpleces 
of emotion and oratory. No leader of 
ancient or modern ‘times has excelled 
him in. this respett.. He was not a 
raging volcan, in battle or in time of 
excitement. No one ever had reason to 
complain of his moods oh the field. Thére 
was just enough glow in acts and 
speech to inspire confidence that all was 
going well, while ga battle look beamed 
on his face which’ spoke the joy of fight 
and unalterable’ purpose to conquer or 
die. It was almost impossihle for one 
to be in his presence, or in the sound 
of his voice in battle, and then feel 
afraid. He knew what detail] and parts 
Others could work out  ~Obetter” than 
himself, and was always ready to avai]! 
of such aid and to praise it. He main- 
tained discipline more by love than by 
force, and yet on proper occasions he 
Was not wanting s:. sternness. He thor- 
oughly despised a coward and skulker, 
He seldom noticed breaches of discipline 
unless very grave, by men who were al- 
ways at the front.

Loved By His Men. 


His relations with tne officers and men 
under him were unique: and in many re- 
Spects incomprehensible to commanders 
who believe only in the unthinking bayo- 
net. He was a frequent visitor to the 
sick and wounded in the hospitals, often 
went through the camps and along the 
ranks on the march, and many a time 
selected some foot-sore private and di- 
rected him to riue his horse, while he 
“walked to rest a little.”” The men felt 
that the general was not mercly a supe- 


‘ 
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rior officer, but a friend, and in a degree 
a kinsman. If his private correspond- 
ence and interviews during those days 
‘where known, we would be surprised to 
find how many and what kind of per- 
Sonal concerns,-. quite apart from those 
of military Ife, his shoulders carried to 
him for advice «ud help. Once a Geor- 
gia vouth, gawky and shame-faced, came 
to the general's tent, while the general 
Was dictating so...e correspondence, and 
asked to see hin privately. IL.went out, 
and on my return found the general com- 
posing a letter. The private had trouble 
and a lover's quarrel to smooth with an 
absent sweetheart in Georgia. The gen- 
eral heard him and framed a reply; and 
Gordon won a victory for the bov. Yet 
with all this closeness to the rank and 
file, none ever dreamed of taking undue 
liberty with him, or withholding the fe- 
spect due his rank and character, He 
was a man of deep religious instincts and 
took a keen interest in the spiritual wel- 
fare of his men. Many a‘time at some 
church service or great reviva] among 
the soldiers he extended thé right hand 
of fellowship to some humble private. 

He was not jealous of his reputation or 
fault-finding and during the four years 
of his service had only one controversy 
with a superior officer, and then rather 
about his men than himself. He was 
careful of the feelings of others and 
quick to perceive and heal the wounds 
of over-sensitiveness. For a man of his 
achievements, he was singularly simple 
and modest. Save with intimate friends 
he seldom discussed any event in his 
own military history. He was besought 
time and time again by his old soldiers 
to prepare some memoir o: his services 
in the confederate army, and he yielded 
at last more from a belief that such a 
work might add to the comfort of his 
loved ones at home, than from any 
thought that it would transmit to pos- 
terity the record of one whom the world 
would not wiliing’y forget. 

It was this personality and these char- 
acteristics which enabled thjs young sol- 
dier. when the shadow of the coming 


eclipse darkened all Our nopes, to re- 
kindle in Jackson's corps, thinned by the 
slaughter of years of incessant battle, 
and dispirited by recent G:saster, the old 
enthusiasm, which carried them, undis- 
mayed and confident in that plunge into 
black death in the night attack at Fort 
Steadman, held them unyielding and de- 
fiant on the long retreat, and at Sailor's 
Creek, and then huried them with the 
abandon and fire of their early days into 
the last charge at Appomatox. Verily, 
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ne was a worthy successor of Stonewall

Well Known Atlantan Went To His 
Farm Near Vinings Station and 
Started Fishing Monday 
Morning—He Did Not 
Return. 


Is the body of Sheldon Clark, of 129 
S. Forsyth street, higden beneath the 
muddy waters of the Chattahoochee 
river near Atlanta? 

This is what the police believe has 
become of Clark, and a search has been 
instituted for his body by County Chief 
of Police Turner and a number of friends 
of the missing man, 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark left their Atlanta 
home last week to visit their farm at 
Vining station, on the Southern railway, 
in Cobb county, just across the Chat- 
tahoochée river. 


Monday morning Mr. Clark prepared his 
fishing tackle and said he was going out 
on the river for a day’s fishing. He 
crossed the river at Pace’'s ferry, and 
when last seen was walking up the bank 
of the river, on the Fulton county side, 
with a fishing pole on his shoulder, 
When her husband did not return to 
the farm Monday night Mrs. Clark 
thought he had probably been caught too 
far up the river and had stopped over 
night with friends. She looked for him 
in vain all of Tuesday, and when he did 
not return home that day nor during 
the night Mrs. Clark, almost distracted, 
came to Atlanta and notified Chief of 
Police John W. Bal] of the mysterious 
disappearance of wer husband, 

Did Not Come to the City. 

A visit to their city home, at 129 S. 
Forsyth street, was made, but there was 
not the alightest evidence that Clark bad 
been thre. Other places where he could 
®ve been wre also visited, but no trace 
of the missing man could be found, 

A. Q. Turner, chief of the county pdlice, 
was notified, and he associated himself 
with Detective Sergeant Harvey H. Bed- 
ford and a thorough search was made 
for Clark, but no trace hag yet been 
found. 

Mrs. Clark dves not know what to 
think of the disappearance of her hus- 
band other than we has met with an ac- 
cident or has fallen into the river and 
drowned. The Clarks have a neat home 
in Atlanta, ang are well fixed financially, 
and have been as happy and contented as 
possible. Until recently Clark conduct- 
ed a millinery establishment on Edge- 
wood avenue, but recently closed out his 
busiiyss at © profit and intended spend- 
ing some time this summer on his farm 
at Vining station.

RIVAL GROCERS -

Last of Unique Damage Suits 
Are Thrown Qut of

The great Splelberger-Friedman dam- 
age sult went down in disaster yesterday 
morning when Judge Calhoun threw it 
out ef court. The bitter legal fight be-

Morris Friedman, who has a grocery 
store at No. 466 Auburn avenue, first 
sued Jacob Spielberger for $5,000 for 
alleged defamation of character; While 
this suit was pending, Splelberger fled a 
suit for $10,000 against Friedman. Al- 
though filed last, Spielberg<r’s sult Was 
heard first in Judge Reid's branch of the 
city court and the jury brought in a 
verdict for Friedman. Yesterday morn- 
ing Friedman's suit for $5,000 against 
Spielberger was taken up in Judge Cal- 
hboun’s court.

man said that SpfeToerger had told ft all

OTHHER NEWS WAS IGNORED. 


The Afternoon Selling Was Largely 


From the South—Spot Houses 
and Room Shorts Taking 
Profits Were About 
the Only Buyers. 


New York, June [5.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened weak at a decline of 19@20 
oints on the old crop and 9@1!2 points on 
he new crop positions in response to 
weak cables and generally favorable 
weather reports. Immediately following 
the call prices sold off another few points, 
but were then rallied slightiy by cover- 
ing as a result of reports of floods aiong 


the Red river, which were said to have- 


overflowed considerable areas in Arkan- 
sas and Ifuisiana. The average of crop 
reports was so g00d, Mowever, 
news in this direction had little effect and 
the market soon resumed its downward 
tendency in spite of talk that the boll 
weevil were spreading into Georgia. Dur- 
ing the middie session the market was 
comparatively quiet and more or less ir- 
regular, with prices hanging around the 
opening figures, but shortly after midday 
Selling became much more active and 
there was a sharp break, from which 
thére was little or no recovery with the 
market finally barely steady at a net 
loss of 20@652 points, the old crop posi- 
tions leading in the decline. The after- 
noon selling Was largely from the soutn, 
but there was also aggressive bear press- 
ure from local seurces, and about the 
only buyers were spot houses and room 
shorts taking profits as the market 
worked downward. July at the best point 
of the morning sold at !1.67. From this 
it declined to |!.29, closing at that figure, 
while August broke from 11.20, the open- 
ing price, to 10.90, also closing at the 
bottom. The later positions rallieq about 
1@2 points in the last few minutes. but 
the market gave no indication of any tm- 
provement, and sentiment remained very 
bearish on the excellet crop news and 
poor trade accounts. Sales of futures 
were estimated at 450,000 bales.. South- 
ern spot markets were generally quiet 
and unchanged to !-4c lower. The local 
spot market was quiet and unchanged, 
with sales of 45 bales to spinners. 


New Orleans Cotton Market.
